over th e rail. 
Immediately after th e 
wreck in company with Conductor 
Ball h e did everyth ing in h is power to 
make th e sufferers comfortable, and 


both were active in rescuing th e un­ 
fortunates from th e flames. Certainly 
no one could do more. 
Tbe members of th e troupe lost all 
th eir cloth es, 
jewelry, money and 
oth er effects, th e majority of th em 
h aving to send out from th e h otel for 
wearing apparel l» eioie th ey could ap- 
l» ear in public.

One of the most horrible railroad 
accidents in the history of the North­ 
ern Pacific road occurred this morn­ 
ing six miles east of Brainerd, near 
Jonesville, At 12 o’clock last night a 
! special, tho seoond section of No. 9, 
left West Superior. The train con­ 
sisted of a baggage ear and sleeper, 


the latter ca..*!: beinB occupied by 
the Andrews Opera Co., who woo* on 
I their way to Grand Porks where they 
were to appear tikis evening. 
The 
tram waa in charge of Conductor 
Eugene Ball and Engineer Charles 
Leek. The night was one of the odd­ 
est in the season, the thermometer 
marking as low as 52 below aero. 
When about a quarter of a mile this 
side of Jonesville, at 3:25 a. rn., the 
train struck a broken rail, the engine 
and baggage car passing over in safety 
but the sleeper was derailed. No one 
but the occupants of the sleeping car 
knew there was anything wrong, and 
quicker than it takes to write of it the 
car toppled over on her side and broke 
lose from the balance of the train 
sliding down a five foot embankment 
and lying in that condition. The jar 
occasioned by the car breaking lose 
notified the engineer and conductor, 
the train waa stopped and hurrying 
back to the scene the wildest commo­ 
tion was witnessed. The car lay on 
her side and several people had al­ 
ready made their exit through the 
windows which had been broken. At 
this juncture the flames broke out, 
fanned by the draught and fed by 
the coal oil from the lamps which had 
broken and saturated everything. 
Heartrending shrieks rent the air, 
women screamed, moaned and called 
for help. Brave men paled at the 
sight and commenced with resolute 
hands to rescue the perishing. It 
seemed to those who were eutside that 
rn 
surely many must be burned to death 
before they could possibly get out. 
By this time the whole car was 
a 
mass of 
flames 
and 
women 
clad in scanty garments were be­ 
ing taken from the seething mass 
with their hair and night clothes in 
flames. It was a sickening sight. Fi­ 
nally it was reported that every one 
had been rescued, but upon a count 
it was discovered that Mrs. Edward 
Andrews and Mrs. Lillie Wallace, her 
maid, were missing. It was thought 
for awhile that the former lady had 
escaped from the fire and had wan­ 
dered into the woods in a dazed con­ 
dition. There was no use to stay long­ 
er at the awful scene, as every possi­ 
ble effort had been put forth, and if 
any one had perished It was not for 
lack of willing hands and courageous 
hearts. The severity of the weather 
made the sufferings of the injured 
more intense, and the members of the 
troupe were placed in the baggage car 
and brought to this city, where they 
were housed at the Arlington hotel 
and physicians summoned from the 
sanitarium, as well as the local phy­ 
sicians. to relieve the agony of those 
who had been burned and injured. 
While this was being done a train 
was marie up to go to the scene of the 
wreck, and the Dispatch scribe ac­ 
companied it. The car was complete­ 
ly burned up, only the trucks remain­ 
ing. Under the burned mass was found 
thecharred remains bf the two victims 
burned beyond recognition, the brad, 
arms and lower limbs being entirely 
.rone. What was left of them was 
** 
I 
tenderly placed in a box and brought 
to the city, being Liken to I.osey Sc 
Dean s undertaking rooms where they 
now are. 
The list of the killed and injured is 
as follows: 
Mrs. L. F. Barker, broken arm. in­ 
jured internally. 
Marie Roe, shoulder blade broken. 
Florence Joy, badly burned, back 
and arms. 
Josie Shearer, badly burned aliout 
head. 
Miss Lou Harris, badly burned and 
feet cut. 
Miss May Douglas, badly burned 
and cut. 
Charlie Andrews, manager, head 
badly cut and burned. 
Geo. Andrews, leg broke and badly 
cut. 
Jay C. Taylor, hands severely cut 
and burnet!. 
Fred Allen, back injured, head and 
feet cut. 
C. A. Parker, back burned. 
J. L. Watson, feet frozen. 
Belt Lincoln, arm fractured. 
Geo. E. Moodey, head and both 
hands badly burned. 
At this writing the accident seems 
to have been one which could not have 
been avoided. The train was running 
at the usual rate of speed, 25 or 30 
railes an hour, and Engineer Leek 
says he did not notice anything only a 
bad joint when his engine passed 
over the rail. Immediately after the 
wreck in company with Conductor 
Ball he did everything in his power to 
make the sufferers comfortable, and 


both were active in rescuing the un­ 
fortunates from the flames. Certainly 
no one could do more. 
The members of the troupe lost all 
their clothes, jewelry, money and 
other effects, the majority of them 
having to send out from the hotel for 
wearing apparel before they could ap- 
pear in public. Besides those who 
were severely injured nearly all were 
more or less bruised and those who 
are not in bed are limping around the 
hotel with court plaster adornments. 
The Pullman car conductor, Her­ 
bert C. Scott, lost his fur coat and cap 
and about $90 in money which was in 
his coalbin the locker. 
The remains of Mrs. Wallace w ill 
lie sent to Minneapolis, her former 
home, for burial.

The population of France has been 
steadily decreasing, or, at least, its 
rate of increase has been steadily di­ 
minishing, and the dwindling process 
has gone on continuously over a longer 
period than is supposed.

double, for it is both relative and 
actual. 
In the ten years from 1770 to 
1780, in a population of 1,000 the 
number of children born was 38. 
In 
the following decade it was 32, and 
then it sank to 30, 28, 27, 26, till in 
the decade of 1870 to 1880 it was only 
24. 
Of course there were special 
causes 
of this decline 
c. g-, the 
Franco-Prussian war and the poverty

I be Judge Visited by a Crank Who Labored 
Under a Delusion That Anarchists 
Were After Llm. 


Chicago, Jan. 13.—Judge W alter Q.Gresh- 
ani had experience with a crazy m an to­ 
day which is best told in the distinguished 
jurist’s own words: 
This morning when I first entered the cham ­ 
bers in the n on beast corner of the court I found 
Judge Blodgett aud Judge Jenkins aim this 
man. 
After speaking to Judge Blodgett and 
Jenkins, this man approached rue familiarly, 
tusking lf som e one, giving a name which I do 
not now remember, had arrived. 
I told him I 
did not kuow, aud tie answered chat the person 
had agreed to meet bim there this morning, and 
ought to be there. 
I supposed the man had 
some business in court, ami paid no further a t- 
tentlon to bim. 
About 3 o ’clock this afternoon tbs man en­ 
tered the chamber* on the other side of the hail 
where I ara*, and told me that the m arshal had 
that monev locked up. and would not give it to 
him, as I had ordered he should. 
Not yet real­ 
izing that the man was out of his mind. I asked 
him what money he referred to, ami be Haul tnat 
gfi.goo w hich Jay Gould had paid iu for him, 
and which I hail ordered lie should have. I then 
looked into his face and observed a wild ex- 
preeMiou ou ids countenance, aud told him to go 
with me to the m arshal and I would see that he 
got an at he was entitled to. 
He declined, sa y ­ 
ing that anarchists were after bim and wanted 
to kill him. 
I had managed to get between him and the 
door, aud keeping my eyes on him told bim to 
sit down and I would be back in a moment. He 
then took a seat, aud I at once went to the 
marshal * office, told the deputies what had oc­ 
curred, and told them to inform the proper au­ 
thorities of Die condition of Die poor man, so 
that he might la* cared for. 
Deputy H ayes re­ 
turned with n e, and when we entered Die room 
the presence of the deputy 
HKEM ED TO KXI ITE TMK MOI, 
and be declined to g o with the officers. 
I direct­ 
ed tile deputy to leave Die roo rn for a time, 
which ii# did- not closing tile door after him. 
The man then dosed the door and went to the 
door leading from Die chambers to the court 
room and locked it. 
Hi* manner did not indi­ 
cate that he wa* daiigerous. 
I told him to sit 
down and fie dill so. 
He again said be was in 
danger from anarchial* and referred to his to.- 
(MUJ and claimed my protection. 
I assured him 
be should not be hurt. 
He asked me if I were a 
clairvoyant, and told me he via* constantly re- 
oeiving messages from peojtie of that kind, an*! 
had just received one from Jay Gould. He seemed 
surprised that I hadn’t heard of ft. 
Aftar a tittie lie again became quieted, but iii 
Die meantime so n e of the deputies ha* I sent tor 
the police ami they were outside of the door. 
I be roan hi so toe way learned of their pressure 
and again iwcame excited. 
I told the poitewand 
the m arshals that they had better not enter 
Do* room for a time. 
The man again con­ 
vinced himself th a t the door leading to Die 
court 
room 
was still locked

He could not go but sent hi* min. and I 
told ttie man that the young man was Marshal - 
Hitchcock * son and would afford bim protec­ 
tion when I felt, aud immediately quitted the 
room.

If one were to judge b y the number 
of these blades still extant in a limit­ 
ed area, the great Venetian sword­ 
sm ith m ust have done a very large ex­ 
port business. Tins thought occurred 
to me during the Glasgow exhibition 
in 1888, where there were at least 40 
swords exhibited, all marked with the 
name of “Andrea F erara.” The odd 
thing about them was th a t by far the 
greater number had 
belonged 
to 
moorland covenanters 
of Ayr or 
Lanarkshire 
and 
had 
figured at 
the “battle” of Drutnclog or Both- 
wel Bridge. Now, a line sword-blacle 
was not a tiling to lie knocked off like 
the assay piece of a hammerman, but 
wus a work of high art and slow 
manufacture, tempering the steel be­ 
in#: a very delicate process. 
The price of such an article must 
also have been high and far beyond 
tile means of a moorland peasant, as 
most of the owners were said to have 
been. T hat such high-class weapons 
got into these out-of-the-way places 
was difficult to believe. Only the 
other day I came on an explanation 
of tlie problem in a paper, read before 
the Royal Archeological Institute on 
Feb. 5. by the Baron de Gossan, F. 
8. A. This gentleman has a fine col­ 
lection of ancient arm or and weap­ 
ons, and probably knows more about 
those things than any other person in 
this country. Here are his remarks on 
Ferara blades: 
"It is also certain that, common as 
blades bearing the signature Andrea 
Ferara are in this country, scarcely 
any of them are the work of Maestro 
Andrea de I Ferara, who gained such 
•enown for the superb temper of the 
blades which he produced in his work­ 
shop at Bellum, in Venetia, in the sec­ 
ond half of the 16th century, where he I

very few even 
bearing his 
name. 
W hat is certain is th at for nearly 50 
years after his death So I ingen turned 
out hundreds of blades bearing his 
namo for exportation to those coun­ 
tries where a true Ferara was held in 
high repute, just as it supplied false 
Toledo blades to those where a rapier 
was preferred to a broadsw ord.”—

Certain architectural mysteries 
can o nly be explained o n the theo ry 
th a t they were used in the initiatio n 
ceremo nies.

o f the o nce famo us So ns o f Malta. By 
far the m o st remarkable o f all the 
wo nders o f this so rt disco vered is a ho r­ 
ribly suggestive brick ho le. It is built 
like a chimney into the edifice itself, 
reaching 
fro m 
the 
bo tto m 
o f 
the cellar to the third flo o r. This 
brick ho le is fo ur feet square inside. 
One lifts a piece o f flo o r in third sto ry 
and lo o ks do wn into it. 
Belo w* the flo o ring abo ut two feet is a 
curio us lid with a funny shaped o pen 
ing. Remo ving this lid o ne sees n 
bricked-in space fo ur feet square and 
ten feet deep. This is o nly part o f the 
ho le. At the bo tto m is ano ther lid. 
like the first, and when th at is lifted 
there is revealed ano ther bricked-in 
space ten feet in depth. At the bo t­ 
to m o l th at is still ano ther lid, like 
the o ther two , and when this is remo v­ 
ed o ne can lo o k do wn yet ano ther ten 
feet to the very bo tto m o f the cellar. 
It is 
very weird, alto gether. 
The 
entire ho le is rather mo re than thirty 
feet in depth. It fo rms, as has been 
said, a po rtio n o f the so lid structure 
o f the building. 
Ferhaps the m o st 
curio us 
thing 
abo ut it is the cellar. 
It has an o pen­ 
ing fo ur feet high by eighteen inches 
wide, which is big eno ugh to adm it the 
passage o f a m an’s bo dy. It is po s­ 
sible th a t victims subjected to the 
o rdeal o f initiatio n ceremo nials were 
lo wered into this awful well and per­ 
m itted to find their way o ut into the 
« ellar, and to wo nder vainly into what 
so rt o f a place they had go t. There 
may have been a who le cemetery o f 
bo nes do wn there to frighten the no v­ 
ice o ut o f his wits.—Gio be Demo crat.

Davis’ memo randum bill describing 
the co ntents as 175 partridges, and 8 
prairie cnickens. 
sho wing 
clearly 
that ho understo o d the law and was 
endeavo ring to evade it, and if the 
game law o f this state is co nstiutio nal 
it is apparent that Mr. Davis has got 
himself into a very serio us difficulty . 
Tho birds are alo ne made the basis o f 
this actio n, and the lo west fine allo wed 
by the law is 810 fo r each bird.

Davis will claim in his defense that 
the gam« waa bo ught fro m the In­ 
diana, who ar« allo wed by the go v­ 
ernment to kill gam« at all seaso ns o f 
th« y ear.

In order to show to what extent the 
game laws are being watched and 
how hazardous it sa for people to en­

in the unlawful busines of 
violating them, we publish the fol­ 
lowing extract from the Detroit Re­ 
cord of last week: 
The state game warden, F. L. Stet­ 
son, was in Detroit last Wednesday 
and swore out a complaint against 
Everett W. Davis, of this village, 
charging him with having unlawfully 
iondled and disposed of game. 
Mr. 
Davis waived examination and gave 
bonds for hi* appearance at the term 
of the district court which opens Jan. 
25th. 
The game warden had seized, 
at the Minnesota Transfer, about 20 
saddles of venison, 175 partridges, and 
8 prairie chickens, which Mr. Davis 
had consigned to Lepman & Heggie, 
a Chicago commission house, as mut­ 
ton and poultry. 
Insido of the box 
containing the bitds was found Mr. 
Davis’ memorandum bill describing 
the contends as 175 partridges, ami 8 
prairie chickens, 
showing 
clearly 
that ho understood the law and Wits 
endeavoring to evade it, and if the 
game law of this state is constiutional 
it is apparent that Mr. Davis has got 
hi nisei! into a very serious difficulty. 
The birds are alone made the basis of 
this action, and the lowest fine allowed 
by the law is $10 for each bird. 
Mr. 
Davis will claim in his defense that 
the game was bought from the In­ 
diana, who are allowed by the gov­ 
ernment to kill game at all seasons of 
the year. He proposes to fight the 
matter to the end, and ae the game 
warden enters the Case with equal 
determination it is probable that it 
will settle the auestion whether the 
state can control the methods of kill­ 
ing and disposing of its game.

One of the most horrible railroad 
accidents in the history of the North­ 
ern Pacific road oocnrred this morn­ 
ing six miles east of Brainerd, near 
Jonesville, 
At 12 o’clock last night a 
special, the second section of No. 9, 


left West Superior. 
The train con- 
t isted of a baggage ear and sleeper, 


the latter coh*!' being occupied by 


the Andrews Opera C o , who wcr« on 


, their way tp Grand Forks where they 
were to appear this evening. 
The 
tram was in charge of Conductor 
Eugene Ball and Engineer Charles 
Leek. 
The night waa one of the cold­ 
est in the season, the thermometer 
marking as low as 52 below 2ero. 
When about a quarter of a mile this 
side of Jonesville, at 3:25 a. m., the 
train struck a broken rail, the engine 
and baggage car passing over in safety 


but the sleeper was derailed. 
No one 
but the occupants of the sleeping car 
knew ihere was anything wrong, and 
quicker than it takes to write of it the 
car toppled over on her side and broke 
lose from th* balance of the train 
sliding down a five foot embankment 
and lying in that condition. 
The jar 
occasioned by the car breaking loae 
notified the engineer and conductor, 
the train was stopped and hurrying 
back to the scene the wildest commo­ 
tion was witnessed. 
The car lay on 
her side and several people had al­ 
ready made their exit through the 
windows which had been broken. 
At 
this juncture the flames broke out, 
fanned by the draught and fed by 
the coal oil from the lamps which had 
broken and 
saturated everything. 
Heartrending shrieks rent the air, 
women screamed, moaned and called 
for help. 
Brave men paled at the 
sight and commenced with resolute 
hands to reacue the perishing. 
It 
seemed to those who were eutside that 
surely many must be burned to death 
before they could possibly get out. 


By this time the whole car was 
a 
mass 
of 
flames 
and 
women 
clad in scanty garments were be­ 
ing taken from the seething mass 
with their hair and night clothes in 
flames. 
It was a sickening sight. Fi­ 


nally it was reported that every one 
had been rescued, but upon a count 
it was discovered that Mrs. Edward 
Andrews and Mrs. Lillie \Vallace, her 
maid, were missing. 
It was thought 


for awhile that the former lady had 
escaped from the fire and had wan­ 
dered into the woods in a dazed con­ 
ditio*. There was no use to stay long­ 
er at the awful scene, as every possi­ 
ble effort had been put forth, and if 
any one had perished It was not for 


lack of willing hands and courageous 
hearts. 
The severity of the weather 
made the sufferings of the injured 
more intense, and the members of the 
troupe were placed in the baggage car 
and brought to this city, where they 
were housed at the Arlington hotel 
and physicians summoned from the 


Sanitarium, as well as the local phy­ 
sicians, to relieve the agony of those 
who had been burned and injured. 
While this was being done a train 
was made up to go to the scene of the 
wreck, and the D ispatch scribe ac­ 
companied it. 
The car was complete­ 
ly burned up, only the trucks remain­ 
ing. Under the burned mass was found 
the charred remains of the two victims 
burned beyond recognition, the head, 
arms and lower limbs being entirely 


"one. 
What was left of them was 
» 
I 
tenderly placed in a box and brought 
to the city, being taken to J.osey Ac 
Dean's undertaking rooms where they 


both were active in rescuing the un­ 
fortunates from the flames. 
Certainly 
no one could do more. 
The members of the troupe lost all 
their clothes, 
jewelry, money and 
other effects, the majority of them 
having to send out from the hotel for 
wearing apparel before they could ap­ 
pear in public. 
Besides those who 
were severely injured nearly all were 
more or less bruised and those w ho 
are not in bed are limping around the 
hotel with court plaster adornments. 
The Pullman car conductor, Her­ 
bert C. Scott, lost his fur coat and cap 
and about 890 in money which was in 
his coaftdn the locker.

President D onnelly then delivered his 
annual address. 
H e opened up Witn som e 
alliance statistics then w ith , an e x p la n a­ 
tion of th e failure to get o u t th e 67,000 
pam phlets containing A lliance literature. 
H e expressed dissatisfaction w ith th e work 
o f th e lecture bureau d u rin g the j»a*t year 
and *aid in regard to the election o f a new 
lecturer: 
W e do not w ant to elect any m an sim ply 
as an tionor to him , and then 
have him 
stay at hom e and do nothing. 
Y ou m ust 
have th e strongest assurances th a t he will 
w ork—w ork—work to the utm ost of his 
ability; for the lecture bureau is the very 
heart, kernel and m arrow o f tlie w hole 
A lliance organization. 
T his it is th a t has 
created nearly all o u r A lliances, and this it 
is th a t m ust keep them alive after they are 
organized. 
Mr. D onnelly here opened up on the 
new spapers in a severe denouncem ent, 
lie 
said: 
O ur plunderers know th a t th e people 
have votes enough to vote them dow n and 
correct all abu-es. 
T hey cannot keep us 
from th e ballot box w ith guns and cannon. 
T heir only resource is co deceive as through 
th e agency o f new spapers, w hich enter into 
every house and penetrate into every m ind. 
T he editors o f these sheets are valued for 
th eir pow ers ol sophistry and m isrepre­ 
sentation. They seldom attack th e A lliance 
openly. 
They seek to underm ine it by de­ 
nouncing its h o n ed leaders and praising its 
traitorous leaders. 
W herever tin ro is any 
difference in o u r ranks they seek to j>rv it 
open w ith crow bars o f falsehood and deia- 
m ation. 
T he lying capacity of the news­ 
papers o f A m erica is th e m ost colo—al ex ­ 
h ibition of m endacity know n in the world 
since th e A lm ighty tum bled Lucifer over 
the em battlem ents of heaven. 
It is Htu- 
pendous—it is illim itab le—it takes away 
the breath of sim ple virtu e and bew ilders 
honest tru th Into paralysis. 
It threatens 
all o u r conceptions o f prim al right and lor- 
bodes the destruction of civilization. 
It is 
a new and terrible force in society, of which 
an tiq u ity knew' n o thing. 
In sjK*aking o f the m oney pow er in p o li­ 
tics the sage scored th e W ail street m en 
severely. 
In conclusion lie gave th e M inneapolis 
m iller* a roast, saying: 
It w ould be interesting to see th e ele­ 
vator men and speculators o f M inneapolis 
saying to the Russian farm ers: 
“ H ere is a 
shipload of flour; we stole a th o u -au d tim es 
as m uch from the fanners o f th e N orthw est, 
b u t they are n o t starving, although badly 
m ortgaged, and we th o u g h t we could give 
you th is m uch, beiau-e we know we can 
steal an o th er ship load any day in th e year 
from the farm ers of M innesota.

T H E PLATFORM . 
T he follow ing is a tex t of th e platform 
adopted: 
Resolved. That we heartily endorse the de­ 
mands of the platforms as adopted at St. Louis, 
Mo., In 1881); Ocala, Fla., in 1890. and Omaha. 
Nel>., in 1891, and industrial organizations there 
represented, summarized as follows: 
1—The right to make and issue money Is a sov­ 
ereign power to he maintained by the peode for 
the common benefit,hence we demand the aboli­

nets ns indicat-d in the sub-treasury plan, and 
also upon real * state, with proper limitation 
upon the quantity of laud and amount of 
monev. 
2—We demand the free and unlimited coinage 
of silver. 
3—We demand the passage of laws prohibit­ 
ing alien ownership ot land, and that congress 
take prompt action to devise some pian to ob­ 
tain all lauds now owned l»y alien and foreign 
syndicates, and that all land held by railroads 
ami other corporations in excess or such as is 
actually used and needed oy them be reclaimed 
by the government aud beld for actual settlers 
ouly. 
4—Relieving tbe doctrine of equal rights to 
all and special privileges to none, we demand 
that taxation—national, state or municipal— 
shall not be used to build up one interest or 
class at the expei.se of another, aud that this 
has special reference to the tariff issue.

U—That we urge united action of all progress­ 
ive organ,/it ions in attending tbe conference 
culled for Feb. 2 2, 1 8 9 2 , by six of the leading 
reform organizations. 
10—itesoivf-d, That tbe question of universal 
suffrage be recommended to tbe favorable con­ 
sideration of the various states and territories. 
J 1—Resolved, That while tbe party in power 
in 1 8 8 9 pledged the faith of the nation to pay a 
debt in coin that had been contracted ou a de­ 
preciated currency basis aud payable in cur­ 
rency, thus adding nearly 9 1,000.000.000 to the 
burden* of tbe people, which meant gold for the 
bondholders and depredated currency for the 
so dier. and holding that the men who im­ 
periled their lives to save the life of a nation 
should hat e been paid in money us good as that 
paid to the bondholder, we demand the issue of 
legal tender treasury notes in sufficient amount 
to make the pay of the soldiers eqU|U to par 
with coin, or such other legislation ail shall do 
equal and exact justice to the Uuioii soldiers of 
this country.

Farmers’ Alliance is heartily in favor of joining 
with ail reform organizations In the formation 
of the People’s party, and also that we instruct 
onr delegate* to the conference, to be held ou 
Feb. 22, 1«92, to do all in their power to that 
end. 
15—Resolved, That we extend aid to the poor 
of our laud, including the thousands of starving 
miners of Indiana, anti then exteud aid to the 
suffering Russians, who are certainly deserving 
of assistance. 
Id—Resolved, That we ask that congress pass 
a law to corajiei the issuance of patents ou laud 
heid by railroad corporations where they are 
justly entitled to them or else forfeit tbe same 
and often it to entry, to actual settlers only. 
17— Resolved, Tnai we demand that each 
local Alliance in tbe slate take steps at once to 
organize and collect funds for the employment 
of Counsel, and to p iy the expense* of witnesses, 
aud so before the grand jury and secure tbe in­ 
dict ment and conviction of all parties who are 
engaged hi combinations to deprive the pro- 
due.'rs of a free market by prevent lug competi­ 
tion and lowering tbe prices of our productions; 
and tiiat said money should be paid into the 
htate Alliance tre*«»ury as a distinct fund, and 
that said fund be subject to the order of the 
executive committee to be used under their direc­ 
tion.

That the Alliance of Minnesota 
denounces tl»e I’ionkek P ricks as an ally of the 
plutocracy of this ag>-. aud as a persecutor and 
def -m«-r of our treat ineu. that we rejoice in the 
victory wou by Ignatius Donnelly in the courts 
over that vi e enemy of the human race, trust­ 
ing that the time will cotne wnen such baleful 
lights shall become utterly extinguished. 
21— Resolved. That we disapprove of the 
Scheme to set aside a large portion ot the north­ 
eastern part of our state for a national park as 
a scheme ior trie pine laud and railroad rings to 
secure the land for future corporation benefits, 
and that we belu-v* it is a plan of KogiUb syndi­ 
cate* to cut us off from the Laxe Superior route 
to tbe ocean.

:io—Resolve, ' That we sympathise with the 
citia’i s cf North Dakota and Minnesota who 
have been ordered irom their homes by the Great 
Northern Railroad eom psny, and demand that 
the nation a government shnll protect settlers 
whd have received patents to their lauds, as we 
Iielieve that a government which does not stand 
by its own patents is unworthy the name of a 
free government.

Judge W alter Q. Gresham, the Well Known 
Jurist, Has Quite an Experience With 
a Crazy Man. 


, The Judge Visited by a Crank Who Labored 
Under a Delusion That Anarchists 
Were After lifm- 


Chicaoo, Jan. 13.—Judge W alter Q.Greali- 
arn had experience with a crazy m an to­ 
day w hich ia best told in tbe distinguished 
jurist’s ow n words: 
This morning when I first entered tiie cham­ 
bers in the northeast corner of the court I found 
Judge Riodgett aud Judge Jeuki»s ami this 
man. 
After speaking to Judge Blodgett and 
Jenkins, this man approached me familiarly, 
asking if some one. giviug a name which I do 
not now remember, had arrived. 
I told him I 
did not know, and he answered that the person 
had agreed to meet him there this morning, and 
ought to be there. 
1 supposed the man had 
some busines-H in court, and paid uo further at­ 
tention to bizn. 
About 3 o'clock this afternoon the man en­ 
tered the chambers on tiie other side oi the hall 
where 1 was. and told me that the marshal had 
that inonev locked up. and would not give it to 
him. a* 1 had ordered he should. Not yet real­ 
izing that the man was out of his mind. I asked 
him what money he referred to, and lie said that 
$5,000 which Jay Gould had paid iu for him. 
and which I had ordered he should Lave. I then 
looked into his face and observed a wild ex­ 
pression on his countenance, aud told hint to go 
with me to the marshal and I would see that be 
got what he was entitled to. 
He declined, say­ 
ing that anarchists were after him and wanted 
to kill him. 
1 had managed to get between him and the 
door, und keeping my eyes on him told him to 
sit down and I would be back in a moment. He 
then took a seat, and 1 at one* went to the 
marshal's office, told the deputies what had oc­ 
curred, and told them to inform the proper au­ 
thorities of ttie condition of Hie poor man, so 
that he might be cared for. 
Iieputv Hayes re­ 
turned with me, and when we entered the room 
the presence of the deputy

ANDRFA FERARA S.VORDS. 


V ery F e w o f t I n G e n u in e A r tic le s 
A re N ow In E x is te n c e . 
If one were to judge by the number 
of these blades still extant in a limit­ 
ed area, tbe great Venetian sword- 
smith must have done a very large ex­ 
port business. This thought occurred 
to me during the Glasgow exhibition 
in 1888, where there were at least 40 
swords exhibited, all marked with the 
name of “Andrea Ferara.” The odd 
thing about them was that by far the 
greater number had 
belonged 
to 
moorland covenanters 
of Ayr or 
Lanarkshire 
and 
had 
figured at 
the “battle” of I) rum clog or Both- 
wel Bridge. Now, a fine sword-blade 
was not a thing to he knocked off like 
the assay piece of a hammerman, but 
was a work of high art and slow 
manufacture, tempering the steel be- 
in»: a very delicate process. 
The price of such an article must 
also have been high and far beyond 
the means of a moorland peasant, as 
most of the owners were said to have 
been. That such high-class weapons 
got into these out-of-the-way places 
was difficult to believe. Only the 
other day I came on an explanation 
of the problem in a paper, read before 
the Royal Archaeological Institute on 
Feb. 5. by the Baron de Gossan, F. 
8. A. This gentleman has a fine col­ 
lection of ancient armor and weap­ 
ons, and probably knows more about 
those things than any other jierson in 
this country. Here are his remarks on 
Ferara blades: 
“ It is also certain that, common as 
blades bearing the signature Andrea 
Ferara are in this country, scarcely 
any of them are the work of Maestro 
Andrea de 1 Ferara, who gained such 
renown for the superb temper of the 
blades which he produced in his work­ 
shop at Belluni, in Venetia, in the sec­ 
ond half of the 16th century, where he 
worked with his brother, Giomo Do­ 
nato de 1 Ferara, 
some 
of 
whose 
blades signed Zandona, still exist. 
Nearly all tiie blades commonly attrib­ 
uted to Andrea Ferara. are mani­ 
festly of 17th century make, and Bo- 
heiin states that Andrea was horn in 
1 580, and diet! about 1583. 
“It is possible that a few of the 
finest blftdes existing in Scotland and 
England bearing the name of Andrea 
Ferara may be his work; but as yet I 
know very few which I can possibly 
attribute to the master or even to the 
epoch when he lived, and it is curious 
that the Italian collections possess 
very few even 
bearin? his 
name. 
What is certain is that for nearly 50 
years after his death Solingen turned 
out hundreds of blades bearing his 
name for exportation to those coun­ 
tries where a true Ferara was he’d in 
high repute, just as it supplied false 
Toledo blades to those where a rapier 
was preferred to a broadsword.”—

“Substitute the name of Madame de 
Bonnemain for that of Cleopatra, and

It was Mu lame d e 
Bonnemain to whom he gave his soul, 
his honor, his entire self. 
It might be 
said of him, in the very words applied 
to Mark Antony: ‘The man who had 
only bent to the caprices of his wife 
became the submissive slave of Mad­ 
ame de Bonnemain.’ She it was whom 
he visited in Paris when he came in 
disguise to Clermont-Ferrand. She it 
was who supplied him with money, 
who encouraged him to intrigue, but 
who held him back when apparently 
prompt action would have raised him 
to the highest place in the country.

Workman engaged in tearing down 
the buildings on the block condemned 
for the new Washington postoffice 
have made a discovery. They have 
begun to demolish the building used for 
many years by thecolored secret socie­ 
ties. Certain architectural mysteries 
can only be explained on the theory 
th a t they were used in the initiation 
ceremonies. They suggest rites which 
must have outdone the performance 
of the once famous Sons of Malta. By 
far the most remarkable of all the 
wonders of this sort discovered is a hor­ 
ribly suggestive brick hole. It is built 
like a chimney into the edifice itself, 
reaching 
from 
the 
bottom 
of 
the cellar to the third floor. This 
brick hole is four feet square inside. 
One lifts a piece of floor in third story 
and looks down into it. 
Below the flooring about two feet is a 
carious lid with a funny shaped open 
ing. Removing this lid one sees a 
bricked-in space four feet square and 
ten feet deep. This is only part of the 
hole. At the bottom is another lid. 
like the first, and when that is lifted 
there is revealed another bricked-in 
space ten feet in depth. At the b o t­ 
tom ot th a t is still another lid, like 
the other two, and when this is remov­ 
ed one can look down yet another ten 
feet to the very bottom of the cellar. 
It is 
very weird, altogether. 
The 
entire hole is rather more than thirty 
feet in depth. It forms, as has been 
said, a portion of the solid structure 
of the building. 
Ferhaps the most 
curious 
thing 
about it is the cellar. 
It has an open­ 
ing four feet high by eighteen inches 
wide, which is big enough to admit the 
passage of a m an’s body.

Davis’ memorandum bill describing 
the contends as 175 partridges, and 8 
prairie chickens,

that ho understood the law and was 
endeavoring to evade it, and if the 
game law of this state is const iutional 
it is apparent that Mr. Davis has got 
himself into a very serious difficulty. 
The birds are alone made the basis of 
this action, and the lowest fine allowed 
by the law is $10 for each bird. 
Mr. 
Davis will claim in his defense that 
the gam* was bought from the In ­ 
dians, who ar# allowed by the gov­ 
ernment to kill game at all seasons of 
the year. Hfi proposes to fight the 
m atter to the end, and as the game 
warden enters the 6ase with equal 
determination it is probable that it 
will settle the auestion whether the 
state can control the methods of kill­ 
ing and disposing of its game.

uets, and scarlet plumes must deck the 
horses’ heads. 
No women go to the 
cemeteries. Tho mother, or thewidow, 
must not exhibit her grief in public. 
For the swell funeral of a young 
girl the coffin, hearse, livery of the 
driver and nets and plumes for the 
horses must be royal purple. 
For 
elderly persons black and gold are tho 
adornments of mortuary trappings. 
At weddings the bride does not 
wear orange blossoms, 
but orange 
flowers are presented by the groom 
and his bride 
to their unmarried 
acquainances. 
The custom has a hid­ 
den meaning dating 
back 
to the 
twilight 
of 
man’s 
history. 
The 
flower is an emblem of fecundity and 
the "passing on” of tho gift signifies 
"Go thou and do likewise.” 
The calling of pouters—the business 
of porterage—is a regular one, and is 
divided into clases, 
There are porters 
whose speciality is handling pianos— 
delivering, transferring 
them. 
You 
never see a piano on a truck or in a 
furniture van. 
Four men bear up­ 
right pianos 
on their heads, and 
square and grand pianos are carried 
in slings suspended from two iioles 
resting on the shoulders of four men. 
Iron safes are transported by por­ 
ters, delivered from the warehouses 
moved from one plaee.to another and 
put in position—all by sheer strength. 
If you buy anything—furniture, a 
piano, a safe—the purchaser must 
bargain with the porters for the de­ 
livery. 
And if you do not make your 
bargain to carry and put in position 
the porters will leave the articles at 
your door, unless you agree to pay 
additional for placing them in your 
house or rooms.
